English army would have bLeen destroyed.
It was defested kefore midday. [ shounld
have gained everything, I had gained every-
thing. I beut the Prussians, but accident, or
more likely destiny, decided that Lord
Wellington should gain it, and he did so.
He was fortunate — aceident end destiny
favored him. I could searcely have belisved
he would bave given me battle, bLecanse
if he had retreated, as he ought to have
done, to Antwerp I must have been over-
whelmed by ermies of three or four hundred
thousand men coming against me whom I
could not porsilily have resisted, Besides, if
they intended to give battle, it was the
greatest coglioneria in the world to separate
the Prussian and English armies; they ought
to bave been united, and I cannot conceive
the reason of their separation. It was also
caglioneria in him to hazard a battle in a place
where, if defeated, all must have been loat,
for he could not retreat. He would have
been altogetler destroyed. Hesnflered him-
self to be surprised by me. Ie ought to
have had all Lis army encamped from the
beginning of June, as he must have
known that T intended toattack him; he might
have lost everything by it; it was a great
fault on his part; but he has been fortunate,
and everything he did will meet with ap-
Elrmne. My invtentions were to destroy the
inglish army. This I knew wonld produce
an immediate change of Ministry. The in-
diguation agninst the Ministry for having
caused the loss of 40,000 of the flower of the
English army, of the sons of first families
and others who wonld have perished there,
would bave excited such a popular commeo-
tion that tbhey would have bLeen turned out,
The people would have said:—What is it to
us who is on the throne of Franee, Louis or
Napoleon? * * * The English would
have made peace. * * * The Saxons, Ba-
varians, Belgians, Wortembergers, and others
would bave joined me, The Russians would
bave made pcace. I should have been quietly
geated on the throne.”

The effect of the loss of Waterloo on Na-
poleon was almost waddening. He raved in
alternate peroxysms of grief and anger,
althongh Le did not, as, aecording to Caunlain-
court, he tricd to do after his abdication in
1814, attempt to commit suicide by taking

rison at Fontaineblean. He returned after

aterloo, as is known, immediately to the
Elysee. “‘He endeavored,” says Caulaineourt,
“‘to give vent to the emotions of his heart,
but his oppressed respiration permitted him
to articulate only broken sentences,” ‘‘The
army,” he said, “‘has performed prodigies of
valor....inconceivable efforts.... What troops!
Ney bebaved like a madman...... He caused
my cavalry to be cutto pieces......All has been
sacrificed......Iam ill and exhansted......I must
lie down for an hour or two.....My head
burns...... I mnst take a bath.” After his
bath, *It is grievous,” he continued, ‘“‘to
think that we should have been overcome
after so many heroic efforts. My most bril-
liant victories do not shed more glory on the
French Army than the defeat of Hont St.
Jean...... Our troops have not been beaten;
they have been sacrificed—massacred b
overwhelming numbers...... My guards su.ly-
fered themselves to be cut to pieees without
asking for quarter...... I wished to have died
with them, but they exclaimed, ‘Withdraw,
withdraw, you see that death is resolved to
spare your Majesty ;' and, opening their
ranks, my old grenadiers screened me from
the ¢, forming around me a rampart of
their bodies...... My brave, my admirable
guard bas been destroyed...... and I have not
perished with them."”

“The allied sovereigus having declared
that the Fmperor Napoleon iz the sole obsta-
cle to the restoration of a general peace in
Europe, the Emperor Napolson, faithful to
his oath, declares that he renonuces for him-
eelf and his heirs the throne of France and
Italy; and that there i no personal sacrifioo,
not even that of life itself, which be is not
willing to make for the interests of France."”

1bis abd:cation, of course, was not final—
the lest and conclusive nct having been made
in favor of his son, Jure 22, 1%15. The Iat.
ter. Napoleon I, born in 15811, died July 22,
1502, at tle Pelace of Bchoenbrun, It was
after the first abdication, and immediately
folloving the escape from Elba, that the
Mendteur, then the organ of Louis XVIII,
thus recorded the progress of the returning
Ewperor from day to day:—

““The Anthropophagist has Eseaped,”

*The Corsican ®gre has Landed.”

““T'he Tiger is Coming.”

““The Monster has Slept at Grenobla.”

*“The Tyrant has Arrived at Lyons.”

*The Usurper has bean Seen in the Envi-
rons of Paris,”

“Bonaparte Advances Toward, but Will
Never Enter, the Capital.”

““Napoleon Will be Under Our Ramparts
To-Morrow."”

*‘His Imperial Majesty Entered ths Taile-
ries on the 21st of March in the Midst of His
Faithful Subjects.”

Some of Napoleon's explanatory and excnl-
patory futterances while in exile have a spe-
cinl value for Americans, and it is interest-
ing at this time to read them. 'Take for ex-
ample the following to Las Cases in St
Helena: — .

“iSee in the United States how, withont
any effort, everything prospers; how happy
and peaceful everything is there; it i3 in
reality the publie will and interests which
govern there, Put the same Government at
war with the will, the interests of all,
and you will immediately ses what
confusion and what ipcrease of armies
would ensune, Arrived at power, thoy
would have had me a Washington; the
words cost nothing, and surely those who
siid them with such facility did so without
knowing either times, or places, or men, or
things. If 1 had been in Awerica, I would
willingly have been a Washington, and I
gbould bave had but little merit, for I do not
see how it would have been ressonably possi-
ble to do otherwise. For me, I could be
vothing but a erowned Washington. It was
not possiblein a congress of kings, in the
midst of kings conquered or mastered, for me
to be otherwise,”

And again, to Montholon:—*“If I had not
conquered at Austerlitz 1 shounld have had
all Prussia on me. If I had not been victo-
rious at Jena, Austrin and Spain would have
attacked me in the rear, If I had not tri-
uwphed at Wagram—which, by-the-by, was
not so decisive a victory—I had to fear
that Russin would abandon wme, that Prussia
would rise ageainst me; and, in the msan-
time, the English were already before Aut-
werp.

*Isawthat the destinies of France deponded
upon me alone. The vircumstances in which
the country was placel were extraordinary
and entirely new. It would be vain to seek
a parallel to them. 'The stability of the edi-
fice of which I was the keystone but dependsd
upon eéach of my battles. Had I been con-
quered at Marengo, France would have en-
countered all the disasters of 1514 and 1815,
without those prodigies of glory which suc-
ceeded, and which will be immortal. At
Austerlitz, at Jena, at Wagram and at Eylau,
it was the same. The vulgar failed not to
blame my ambition as the cause of these
wars, but they were not of my choosing.
They were caused by the nature and force of
events, They arose out of that conflict of
the past and the future, that permanent coali-
tion of onr enemies, which compelled us to
snbdue under pain of being subdued.”

Tle prescience of the following in the ad-
vice to his son, dictated to Montholon, is re-
markable: —

““T'he whole mass of the people, ond the
whole army, up to the grade of captlain, were
on my side. 1 was not deceived in feeling
this confidence. They owe me much. I was
their true representative, My dictatorship
was indispensable. The proof of this is that
they always offered me more power than I
desired. In the present day there is nothing
possible in France but what is necessary. 1t
will not be the same with my son. His power
will be disputed. He must anticipate every
desive for liberty."

Words cost nothing, as Napoleon truly said,
and the world will soon, no doubt, be favored
with the explanations and aphorisms of his
deferted suceessor. That he will leave to his
sop, in place of the crown he was powerless
to keep, a legaey of wise counsel is probable;
but whether that son will ever have batter
opportunities to apply it to government than
had his cousin, Napoleon II, time only can
determine,
